RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Slaughter  steers  and  heifers  closed  steady 
to  50£  higher  at  most  midwest  terminals  follow- 
ing two  weeks  of  lower  prices.  Kinds  grading 
Good  and  Choice  showed  the  most  upturn.  Cows 
were  steady  to  75^  lower;  stockers  and  feeders 
largely  steady.  Barrows  and  gilts  sold  steady 
to  500  lower  under  the  influence  of  increased 
receipts.  Sows  were  steady  to  250  lower. 
Slaughter  lambs  closed  weak  to  $1.00  lower  with 
price  declines  in  the  dressed  trade  a  bearish 
factor. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Unusual 
distribution  of  receipts  and  a  higher  trend  on 
carcass  beef  influenced  a  higher  trend  on 
slaughter  steers  and  heifers  at  midwest  termi- 
nals. Receipts  at  the  12  markets  totaled 
213,000  head  for  an  increase  of  11  percent 
over  the  previous  week,  and  largest  since  mid- 
January.  However,  supplies  the  forepart  of  the 
week  were  comparatively  moderate  and  advances 
registered  at  that  time  were  only  partially 
erased  on  later  sessions  as  marketings  were  in- 
creased. Slaughter  steers  and  heifers  were 
generally  steady  to  500  higher.  In  Chicago 
where  a  sharp  price  decline  was  recorded  the 
previous  week,  steers  were  steady  to  $1.00 
higher,  mostly  25-750  up  while  heifers  were  500- 
$1.00  higher.  At  most  terminals  slaughter 
steers  in  the  Good  and  Choice  grades  underwent 
the  greatest  advance.  Cows  and  bulls  were 
steady  to  750  lower.  Vealers  were  $1.00-2.00 
lower  in  St.  Paul  and  St.  Louis.  Good  and 
Choice  steers  and  heifers  continued  to  make  up/'' 
the  bulk  of  the  supply  at  most  points.  The  per- 
centage of  Prime  in  the  steer  supply  at  Chicago 
was  about  12  percent,  slightly  reduced  from  the 
previous  week. 

In  Chicago  bulk  Prime  and  mixed  Choice-  and 
Prime  1050-1400#  slaughter  steers  brought  \.  * 
$27.00-28.25;  4  loads  Prime  1175-1216#  $28. 3£- 
28.40.  Choice  900-1400#  steers  moved  at  $25.  C%- 
26.75.  A  few  mixed  Choice  and  Prime  steers  sold 
at  $26.00-27.25  at  other  terminals  while  bulk  of 
the  high-Good  and  Choice  900-1300#  brought 
$24.00-26.00  with  a  few  high-Choice  to  $26.50. 
Choice  and  Prime  1350-1700#  steers  sold  at 
$23.50-27.00.  A  few  loads  and  lots  mixed  Choice 
and  Prime  heifers  brought  $25.75-26.50  while 
most  Choice  sold  at  $23.50-25.50  and  Good  at 
$21.00-24.00.  Utility  and  Commercial  cows  sold 
at  $15.50-17.75;  Canner  and  Cutter  $13.50-16.50 

ST0CKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  - 
Late  March  receipts  of  stocker  and  feeder  cattle 
and  calves  at  terminal  markets,  although  season- 
ally moderate,  were  somewhat  larger  than  either 
the  previous  week  or  a  year  ago.  Quality  con- 
tinued at  a  fairly  high  level  with  Good  and 
Choice  grades  predominating.  Yearling  steers 
again  made  up  a  large  percent  of  supplies.  A 
moderate  number  of  calves  was  marketed  but  two- 


year-old  feeder  steers  were  scarce  except  for 
occasional  shipments  of  partly  fattened  two-way 
kinds.  Varying  weather  conditions  from  one 
part  of  the  country  to  another  tended  to  influ- 
ence moderate  differences  in  demand  and  degree 
of  trading  activity  at  the  various  markets. 
However,  in  general, demand  was  at  least  fairly 
good  and  prices,  while  uneven,  for  the  most 
part  were  maintained  on  a  steady  basis.  At 
Sioux  City  prices  were  steady  to  weak  in  con- 
trast to  a  steady  to  500  higher  trend  at  Kansas 
City.  With  the  start  of  the  spring  grazing 
season  virtually  at  hand,  most  aggressive  de- 
mand centered  on  calves  and  5OO-650#  yearling 
stockers,  particularly  Good  and  Choice  grades. 
Buyers  were  inclined  to  proceed  more  cautiously 
on  steers  suitable  to  go  immediately  into  dry- 
lot  feeding  but  prices  on  such  kinds  usually 
were  maintained  on  a  steady  basis  and  in  a  few 
instances  were  moderately  stronger  in  sympathy 
with  the  current  week's  advance  in  slaughter 
catte  prices. 

Scattered  shipments  Choice  520-605#  stock 
steers  brought  $28.00-30.00,  bulk  Good  and 
Choice  yearling  stock  steers  $24.00-27.50, 
Medium  and  low-Good  $20.00-24.00.  Good  and 
Choice  800-1050#  feeder  steers  bulked  at  $22.00- 
25.00;  load  Choice  800#  $25.50.  At  Sioux  City 
a  few  loads  950-1150#  partly  fattened  steers 
sold  for  further  feeding  at  $23.50-24.00  but 
at  current  price  levels  a  relatively  narrow 
opfc^et  existed  for  feeder  steers  over  1000#.

HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  Hog  receipts 
at  the  22  markets  totaled  294,000  head,  an 
^increase  'of  4  percent  over  the  previous  week 
and  were  the  largest  in  three  weeks.  The 
supply,  however,  again  fell  slightly  under  the 
corresponding  week  of  a  year  ago.  A  moderate 
volume  of  butchers  scaling  over  260#  was  in- 
cluded in  the  offerings  but  bulk  of  the  receipts 
was  comprised  of  mixed  U.  S.  No.  1-3,  190-260# 
butchers.  Sows  made  up  6  -  11  percent  at  the 
various  markets.  Many  consignments  of  butcher 
.   hogs  under  240#  were  sorted  to  meet  the  demand 
for  U.  S.  1-2  grades  but  bulk  of  the  shipments 
were  sold  unscrted.  Prices  on  wholesale  pork 
cuts  were  mixed,  loins  declining  $2.00  in  the 
east  but  advancing  $2.00  at  midwest  centers. 
There  also  was  considerable  fluctuation  during 
the  week  in  price  trends  in  the  live  trade. 
Barrows  and  gilts  scaling  260#  up  generally 
found  a  more  reliable  outlet  than  weights 
under  260#.  Barrows  and  gilts  closed  steady 
to  500  lower  at  most  points,  but  prices  at 
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Indianapolis  along  with  weights  under  240#  at 
St.  Louis  closed  steady  to  25 £  higher.  Strength 
at  Indianapolis  developed  late  in  the  week  when 
receipts  dropped  off  rather  sharply.     Sows 
finished  steady  to  25$  lower  at  most  points, 
except  50-75$  off  at  St.  Joseph  and  steady  to 
25$  higher  at  Indianapolis. 

On  Friday,  U.  S.  No.   1-2,   180-240#  barrows 
and  silts  sold  largely  at  $17.25-17.75,  up  to 
$18.25  at  Chicago  and  Indianapolis.     Mixed  U.

Prices  on  feeder  pigs  declined  25$  at  St. 
Paul  and  50$  at  Sioux  City.     Good  and  Choice 
130-160#  pigs  at  St.  Paul  brought  $16.50-17.00 
with  same  grades  130-170#  at  Sioux  City  $16.00- 
16.50. 

Average  cut-out  value  advantage  of  U.  S. 
No.   1  over  No.   3  live  basis  200-220#  barrows 
and  gilts  was  81$  per  cwt.  based  on  wholesale 
carlot  prices  of  fresh  pork  cuts  at  Chicago, 
March  23  to  March  29,   1961,   inclusive. 

HOGS  -  Hog  receipts  in  the  Interior  Iowa- 
Southern  Minnesota  area  totaled  334,000     head, 
little  changed  from  the  previous  week  and  a 
year  ago.     Barrows  and  gilts  180-240#  closed 
mostly  25$  lower,   instances  50$  off  with 
heavier  weights  15-40$  lower.     Sows  were  mostly 
25$  lower.

SHEEP  AND  IAMBS  -  Receipts  of  sheep  and 
lambs  at  the  12  markets  totaled  104,000  head, 
little  changed  from  the  previous  week  but  42 
percent  more  than  a  year  ago.     Spring  lambs 
accounted  for  15  percent  of  receipts  at  Kansas 
City  and  40  percent  at  Fort  Worth.     Feeder  lamb 
numbers  were  increased  sharply  at  Denver.  Only 
fair  demand  and  lower  prices  on  all  classes 
featured  trading  during  the  period.     Lower 
dressed  lamb  prices  had  a  bearish  influence  on 
the  live  trade.     Slaughter  lambs  sold  weak  to

Slaughter 
ewes  were  weak  to  $1.00  lower.     Flood  conditions 
hampered  operations  at  a  couple  of  plants 
during  much  of  the  period.

BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET  REVIEW 
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Trade  in  greasy  shorn  domestic  combing  wools 
continued  slow  with  prices  unchanged.  Trading  in 
woolen  wools  was  slow  and  prices  held  about  steady. 
Wool  movement  was  concentrated  mostly  in  Montana, 
Wyoming,  Colorado,  New  Mexico  and  Texas.  The 
Roswell  sales  were  well  attended  and  clearances 
were  good  at  steady  prices.  Country  buying  con- 
tinued in  the  fleece  wool  States  at  steady  prices. 

Australian  markets  closed  until  mid-April. 
Russia  and  the  Continent  were  reported  buying 
heavily  at  Napier  while  prices  continued  firm. 
South  African  markets  were  strong  under  general 
competition.  There  was  little  activity  in  Buenos 
Aires  carpet  wools  and  the  Montevideo  market  was 
also  slow. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Ungraded  medium  fleeces  sold 
around  940  clean  while  fine  staple  sold  near  $1.08. 
One-half  blood  brought  about  $1.02-1.03.  Country 
buyers  in  the  fleece  wool  States  paid  mostly  40-420 
grease  basis. 

Territory  Wools  -  At  Roswell,  New  Mexico  the 
best  fine  wools  sold  from  $1.15-1.20  clean,  de- 
livered Boston.

80,000#  4O-410J  Dillon  area  10,000#  420j  Cut  Bank 
100,000#  360  j  Great  Falls  25,000#  38-4 20 j  Bridger 
75,000#  36. 50 j  Fairfield  95,000#  360.  Foregoing 
mostly  bulk  half-blood  and  grease  prices  to  the 
grower.  In  Idaho  the  Parma  pool  sold  under  sealed 
bid  for  45.380.  Near  Worland,  Wyoming  80,000#, 
bulk  l/2-blood  brought  $1.03  clean  delivered  Boston 
and  about  20,000#,  bulk  l/2  sold  near  $1.01-1.02 
clean.  Grease  prices  to  producers  for  similar 
grade  wools  brought  39-43.250.  About  100,000#  bulk 
fine  ewe  and  yearling  wool  sold  in  California 
around  $1.07  clean,  delivered  East  while  30,000#, 
bulk  1/2  blood  brought  about  $1.01.  A  small  volume 
of  mixed  3/8s  and  l/4-blood  sold  for  33.50  in  the 
grease  while  other  grease  prices  to  producers 
ranged  from  35-370.  In  the  Arkansas  Valley  of 
Colorado  approximately  120,000#  of  l/2-blood  and 
fine  lambs  wool  sold  around  $1.00-1.03  clean,  de- 
livered Boston.  About  60,000#  bulk  l/2-blood 
Wyoming  lambs  wool  brought  around  $1.03  and  near 
Scotts  Bluff,  Nebraska,  150,000#  bulk  l/2-blood 
estimated  $1.03  clean,  delivered  East. 

Texas  Wools  -  Mixed  length  lambs  wool  brought 
980-41.00  clean  while  combing  length  sold  between 
$1.10-1.13  clean  delivered.  Short  wools  brought 
from  51-600. 

Mohair  -  Trading  rather  slow  with  prices 
unchanged. 

Foreign  Wools  -  New  Zealand  and  South  African 
markets  closed  firm  at  week's  end.  Cabled  quo- 
tations from  foreign  wool  centers  follow  with  comb- 
ing wools  converted  to  clean  U.  S.  oil -combed 
yields  and  short  wools  to  scouring  yields,  in  bond.

LESS  THAN  CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Steer  beef  prices  were 
steady  at  New  York  and  Baltimore  and  weak  to 
$1.50  lower  at  other  markets;  cow  beef  steady- 
to  mostly  50/  lower;  veal  and  calf  steady  to 
$2.00  lower,  mostly  $1.00-2.00  off;  lamb  steady 
to  $3.00  lower,  bulk  $1.00  off;  some  veal  and 
lamb  sold  strong  at  Baltimore.   Pork  loins 
were  steady  to  $2.00  lower;  Boston  butts  steady 
to  $1.00  higher;  other  cuts  mostly  steady,  in- 
stances $1.00  lower  on  fresh  skinned  haras  at 
Washington  and  New  York. 

Price 8  for  Choice  and  Prime  kosher  steer 
forequarters  were  mainly  steady  to  $1.00  lower; 
veal  and  calf  steady  to  strong.   Bulk  lamb  sold 
steady,  instances  $2.00  higher. 

Receipts  of  all  classes  were  moderate. 
Trading  was  generally  fair  during  pre-Easter 
week  with  best  action  early.  Demand  for  beef 
was  fairly  broad  with  ribs  and  loins  meeting 
good  outlet,  but  carcasses  and  other  cuts 
rather  slow.  Majority  closing  sales  at  New 
York  were  assigned  for  delivery  early  next  week. 
Cow  beef  movement  was  slow  under  a  generally 
poor  demand.  Fair  activity  prevailed  for  veal 
and  calf  at  all  points  except  New  York  and 
Philadelphia,  where  outlet  narrowed  at  midweek 
and  particular  dullness  late  for  veal  from 
local  slaughter  at  New  York.  Early  lamb  trade 
was  moderately  active  and  clearance  fairly  com- 
plete previous  to  narrowed  demand  on  closing 
sessions  when  pressure  selling  prevailed.  New 
York  had  first  showing  of  spring  lamb  which 
sold  at  $47.00-50.00  for  35-55#  Choice  and  Prime 
carcasses.  Pork  loins  were  slow,  but  other  cuts 
quite  active,  particularly  on  fresh  skinned  hams. 

CHICAGO  -  Steer  and  heifer  beef  sold  steady- 
to  50rf  higher;  Prime  veal  steady,  Choice  and 
below  $1.00  lower;  lamb  50/-$1.50  lower.  Pork 
loins  were  50rf  higher;  other  pork  cuts  steady 
to  $1.00  lower. 

Supplies  of  most  fresh  meats  were  moderate. 
Good  and  Choice  grades  predominated  in  the  beef 
division.   Carcass  beef  trade  was  generally 
slow  and  prices  showed  little  change  despite 
higher  replacements  at  the  outset.  Demand  was 
moderately  good  for  beef  ribs  and  loins  on  the 
initial  session  but  generally  narrow  for  primal 
cuts  for  immediate  use.  All  grades  of  veal 
sold  in  a  moderately  active  trade.   Lamb  trade 
was  slow  for  the  most  part,  legB  and  hind- 
saddles  best  moving  items.

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SHIPMENTS  OF  STOCKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  SHEEP 

FEBRUARY  1961 

Stocker  and  feeder  cattle  and  calves  shipped  into  8  selected  North 
Central  States  during  February  1961  totaled  311  thousand  head,   up  nearly  16  per- 
cent from  the  270  thousand  head  shipped  in  February  last  year.     Of  the  total 
cattle  and  calves  received  in  these  8  States  during  the  month,    slightly  more  than 
131  thousand  moved  through  public  stockyards  and  nearly  180  thousand  were 
received  direct.     The  direct  movement  was  58  percent  of  the  total  this  February 
compared    with  57  percent  a  year  earlier.     Cattle  and  calves  shipped  into  these 
States  during  January-February  1 96 1  totaled  787  thousand  head,    up  22  percent 
from  the  January-February  i960  total. 

February  shipments  of  stocker  and  feeder  sheep  and  lambs  into  these 
8  North  Central  States  amounted  to  128  thousand  head,    compared  with  160 
thousand  head  during  February  last  year--a  20  percent  decrease.     Of  the  total 
received  during  February,    65  thousand  came  through  public  markets  and 
63  thousand  were  received  direct.     A  total  of  305  thousand  head  of  stocker  and 
feeder  sheep  and  lambs  were  shipped  into  these  8  States  during  January-February 
1961,    down  5  percent  from  the  total  for  January-February  i960.
